3. It has also been decided to delete the names of the vessels AEGAION (Greek), 
KATINGO (Greek) and TIMIOS STAVROS (Greek) from the list of ineligible 
vessels to carry AID-flnanced goods attached to Ministry of International Trade 
Public Notice No. 144-ITC(PN)/03 dated 20th November 1963. The name of the 
vessel ‘TIMIOS STAVROS’ (Greek), whose flag has now been changed from Greek 
to British, may, however be added to the list of ineligible British vessels incorpora¬ 
ted in the said list of Ineligible vessels to carry AID-flnanced goods.
